We publish this morning Gen. Harrison’s 


letter accepting the Repubhcan nomination. 
It is epigrammatic, terse, and incisive, the 
exact reverse of the verbose platitudes and 
second-hand utterances of his opponent.

THE TREASURY SURPLUS~WHERE [6 IT? 

„A condition oggfronts us, not @ theory.“ 
So sald President Cleveland in his tariff 
message of December last, The condition“ 
which he thought so important was the ac 
cumulation of surplus revenues in the Treas- 
ury in consequence of neediess taxation, and. 
the alleged *‘ gravity of the financial situa- 


| tion » was such that the President devoted 


his entire message to the question of obtain- 
ing relief from excessive revenue by a reduc- 
tion of ud. e tariff. 

In Decémber last the President addressed 
himself to the country as an elarmist—as 
much so as he did just before his inaugura- 
tion, when he fell a victim of the silver scare 
and predictéd impending ruin unless the 
coinage of silver was immediately stopped. 
It appears now that the President had as lit- 
tle foundation of fact for his alarms in the 
one instance as in the other, ana his predic- 
tions, imaginings, and fears have all dis- 
solved into thin air. 

It was the prospective accumulation of a 
vast Treasury surplus which Mr. Cieveland 
presented to Congress as involving a des- 
perate and dangerous condition. Ouriously 
enough, in bis letter of acceptance Mr. Cieve- 
land does not menton the grave danger. 
which excited him nine months ago, although 
he alludes to the surplus money in the Treas- 
ury ir a manner to give the impression tha 
he aiso has in view the prospective surplus 
and that the views expressed in his Decem- 
ber message are still unchanged. This cer- 
tainly is a remarkable style of. argument 
to be adopted by a President of the Unsted 
States when the plain fact demonstrated by 
the statistics of the Treasury Department 
shows that there will be no surplus this year 
worthy of mention and that every ond of the 
President’s expectations stands disproved. 
Doesn’t Mr. Cleveland know these facts, or 
does he expect to hide them from the people 
Is ne unaware that the whole foundaumon of 
his tariff argument has been swept away for 
lack of surplus revenue, or is he seeking to 
obscure that fact from the people | 

The December message was calculated to 
deesive the elect, the arrays of assertions 
and figures ali pointing to à heavy increase 
of the Treasury surplus, and a severe con- 
traction and constriction of the currency 
seemed so indisputable that even Tun Turn- 
UNE Was deceived. A reduction of the tariff 
seemed to be the only expedient to ward off 
the threatened congestion in the Treasury. 
Forgetting or overlooking for the time the 
enormous surplus-eating capacity of a Dem- 
ocratic Administration, Tun Tainunm was 
impressed with the belief that Mr. Cleveland 
had discovered a real danger which could be 
dealt with only by reducing the tariff. It 
appears now that from this time on the sur- 
plus will be devoured by the Democratic Ad- 
ministration and nothing of the sort will be 
found left ip the Treasury as an argument 
for tariff reform or anything else.

But the scheme will not work. Neither the 
Bishops, ministers, nor laymen can be caught 
by any such chaff. They know that what 
ever has been done for the cause of temper- 
ande in the way of high license, local 
option, etc., in the North has been done by 
the Republicans. They know aiso there are 
other issues involved in the present contest 
which are of more immediate importance 
tian that of prohibition—we protection of 
American labor, for instance and they do 
not intend to vote directly for Cleveland by 

Democrats, or indirectly by going

ARE POTATOES ON THE MILLS BILL FREE 


Are or are not potatoes on the free list of 
the Mills pill? Thisis a question in whioh 


authorities tell them one thing and some an- 
other. The present law imposes the follow- 
ing duties: 
Potatoes, 15 cents bushel of 60 pounds. 
Vegetables in rr state. 4 in salt or 
brine, not specially enumerated or pro for 
in this act, 10 per centhm ad valorem. 


Then comes the Mille bili and says: 


Vegetables in their natura) state, or in salt or 


brine, not specially enumerated or vided for, 
On the tree fist. ihe 


Now, if the Mills bill were to pass would 
potatoes be on the free list or would they 
still bave to pay a duty of 15 cents a bushel! 
Would what that bill says about vegetables 
apply simply to the similar paragraph in the 
present law and repeal it, or would it go 
farther and include potatoes, so as to put 
them on the free list? It would become a 
matter of construction, which the Secretary 
of the Treasury would have to work out to suit 
himself. Should he look at the debates in 
the House while the bill was under consider- 
ation he would find matter to justify either 
conclusion. When this clause was being dis- 
cuseed the Republican members said that if 
passed it would put potatoes on the free list. 
The Democrats said it would not. Then the 
Republicans asked that all doubt be cleared 
away by adding afew words to show that 
they were not affected. But the Democrats 
would not consent toit because, they said, 
it was unnecessary. So one side of the 
House said the clause would take off the 
duty and the other said it would not. 
Should the Secretary be governed by the 
force of language he would probably have to 
decide to let potatoes in duty free. Webster, 
in defining vogetadle,“ says:

This definiuon is broad enough for the Seo- 
retary to freelist them as vegetables, In- 
deéd, potatoes are the chief vegetable. We 
think of them first when we use the word. 
The growing of them is one of the great in- 
austries of the Northern country. It is 
curious, therefore, that the members respon- 
sible for the Mills bill should have forced 
their pet measure through the House in the 
shape it is after theif attention had been 
called to the ambiguous construction of one 
of its important provisions. Perhaps they 


preferred to leave it to the Democratic Secre- 


tary of the Treasury to settle the point. 

But however it may be with potatoes, there 
is no doubt that the frariiers of the Mills bill 
did all they could to fdvor the Canadian 
farmer and gardener at the expense of his 
American competitor along the border. The 
Canadian agriculturist is a formid able rival 
of the border American. He occupies a 
stretch of territory extending for a thousand 
miles along our ffontier which has a good 
soil and a fine climate for raising vegetables. 
He may well rejoice when he sees his Demo- 
oratic friends, putting “ vegetabies in their 
natural state, or in salt or brine,” on the 
free list, for that will ietin free his carrots, 
turnips, cauliflower, beans, peas, tomatoes, 
beets, cabbages, radishes, lettuce, onions, 
cucumbers; parsnips, celery, and other 
products of the farm and the garden which 
now pay 10 per cent. But this does not ex- 
haust the kind deeds of the Mills diu free 
list for the Canadian. The 20 per cent duty 
ig taken off of garden seeds. Broom-corn; 
which is extensively grown in this country, 
is put on the free list. Milk, which! pays 10 
per cent, and tallow, which has hitherto had 
to pay u cent a pound for the benefit of all 
cattie-raisers, under the Mills bill will nave 
to pay nothing if that measure becomes a 
law. It is useless to teil over the long list of 
items, but an examination of the Mills biil 
will convince any one that whoever got it up 
deliberately intended to discriminate against 
Northern farmers and in favor of Canadian 
farmers; thus driving the latter farther and 
farther away from that inclination for com- 
plete commercial reciprocity toward which 
they were tending, and under which Ameri- 
can manufactures could have touid free en- 
trance into Canada. 


THE MORGAN-MITCHELL ENCOUNTER. 

The encounter between Senator Mitchell of 
Oregon ‘and Senator Morgan of Alabama, 
pending the debate on the latter’s, Chinese 
indemnity resolution, shows that times have 
changed since the days when the Southern 
Senators cracked their whips over Northern 
members, taunted and sneered at them at 
will, and if they resented it assailed them 
with bludgeons.

of asurpins” when the expenditures have 
increased under Cleveland from $219,000,000 
in 1886 to $806,000,000 for the present year? 
In three years the Cieveland Administration 
has cost the country $05,000,000 more than 
was expended under Arthur in a lixe period. 
It was Arthur's Administration that accumu- 
lated the surplus; it is Cleveiand’s that is 
squandering it. Although these lavish ap- 
propriations were passed by the Democratic 
Housée—the branch of Congress where rev- 
enue biils must ortginate—every department 
of Cleveland’s Administration demanded 
even more than it received and had to be 
choked off unsatisfied. 

80 far as the 180 millions of surplus now 
in the Treasury and representing the a- 
cumulation of Arthur’s Administration is 
concerned, the best thing’ to do with it is to 
use it in the purchase of 4, per cent bonds. 
The t per cents outstanding amount to 
something over $220,000,000, and they all fall 
due July 1, 1891—two years and nine months 
hence. The surplue-now on bana can be 
used profitably in buying or redeeming these 
bonds. At any rate, the existing sarplus 
cannot be affected by any change of the 
tariff laws, and as for @ prospective surplus 
there is none in sight if the Democrats re- 
main in power. Arrangements have been 
made by the Democracy to.devour the rev- 
enue which Mr. Cleveland professed to think 
might cause great harm toward the close of 
his first or the begiaming of his hoped for 
second term. : 

Through constant iteration & grave error 
has fastened itself in the public mind re- 
garding the condition of the Treasury.

SIR JOHN A. MACDONALD ON RETALIATION. 


He Declares that Canada Won't Suffer if 
the Doors Be Barred. 

Kineston, Out., Sept. 11.—The Industrial 
Exhibition was formally opened today by Sir 
John fA. Macdonald, who made an address, 
and, touching on retahatson, said that proh- 
ably Canada would have to look 
to its own resources, in view of 
thé action of the United States. 
** Canadians,”’ he said, are to be excluded 
for no act of theira. Well, if they will not 
allow us to trade with them we can trade 
with ourselves. We are not afraid or 
dismayed at any threatened attempt 
to hamper our commerce or crip 
plé our resources. The effect will de 
the same as was shown after the abrogation 
of the reciprocity treaty of 1854. It showed 
that we could rely upon our own resources. 
While we would like to continue to. trade
